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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment filed on 7/01/2008, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 5-6 and 8-10 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 1 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. The range for the value of y in claim 1 1 is larger than the range for 
y provided in the independent claim 2, from which claim 1 1 depends. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this countr) , more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rao (US 6,004,481).
